Roman Polanski 


IN “What?” (Dekel, Tel Aviv). 
avant-ganie director Roman Po- 
lanski can be said to have transfer- 
red “the theatre of the absurd” to 


Ttalian-French- 
German co-production, with dialo- 
gue mainly in English, recounts the 
‘bizarre adventures of a young Ame- 
riean girl (Sydne Rome) in a luxu- 
rious Italian villa by the sea. The 
film opens with her taking refige 
there, after escaping from three 
would-be seducers with whom she 
had hitched a Hft. 

An odd assortment of characters 
occupy the sprawling villa. They 
include Alex (Marcello Mastrola- 
nani}, an ex-pimp, and by turns a 
sadist and a masochist; his bitter 
enemy, the skin diver Mosquito 
‘(played by Polanski himself); the 
household's temperamental major- 
domo (Ramolo Valli), who quotes 
Heraclitus and Keats; and two 
constantly-chaftering women sun- 
‘pathers, one of whom is always na- 
ked. The villa, full of objets d'art, 
is owned by Joseph Noblart (Hugh 
Griffith), a sick oki man sfill full 
of sexual curiosity even on his 
deathbed. Also on hand 15. his neph- 
ew, a “sexual athlete.” 

However, in spite af the picture's 
emphasis on sex and its atmosphere 
of degeneracy, the piece is nearly 
always in good taste ami generally 
¥ighthearted in style. Indeed, to 
some extent, “What?” can be seen 
as a parody on the deluge of sex 
films now flooding the clnema. 

The girl's adventures in this 
strange wonderland inevitably prompt 
speculation about the symbolism 
attached to them. But, whether we 
look for deeper meanings, or take 
the movie ss 8. straight story, Po- 
lanski (who was also co-author of 
the screenplay), has turned outan 
absorbing film, if a little preten- 
tious on occasion and with 8. rather 
lame ending. His very effective 
musical score consists of chamber 
music excerpts by Mozart, Beet- 
hoven and Schubert. 

The acting is all of a high stand- 
ard, but it is the brilliant director's 
latest discovery, Sydne Rome, who 
really carries the piece. Combining 
classical beauty with an extremely 
modern aura, she is never off the 
screen, which is a tour de force ih 
itself. A must for Polanski fans.
